Evans Notch 

The District Young Adult Con- 
servation Corps crews are working 
on wildlife habitat improvement 
measures this week, The work con- 
sists of enlarging forest openings 
for wildlife. Openings are utiliz- 
ed by deer, songbirds, small mam- 
mals, and ruffed grouse, Openings 
benefit not only wildlife but those 
individuals who enjoy: observing 
and photographing wildlife, view- 
ing the different plant species 
found growing in open areas, and 
harvesting raspberries, strawber- 
ries and choke-cherries. Openings 
frequently have historical signifi- 
cance, Openings also provide di- 
versity to the Forest. Following 
the completion of the wildlife hab- 
itat improvement project, YACC 
will begin enlarging the runway 
clearing at the Bethel Airport. 
This will assist the town with 
meeting minimum Federal Avia- 
tion Administration standards for 
runways. This is part of an en- 
deavor to undertake community 
projects in the vicinity of the 
National Forest—and to conserve 
fuel. 

Spring is still two or three 
weeks away in the backcountry. 
Snow still abounds especialy on. 
the north slopes. Geese hava®been 
seen flying north. Robins and kill- 
deer have returned from their 
winter ‘homes and _  woodcock, 
thrushes, wanrblers and sparrows 
are not far behind, 

The pussy willow has already 
popped open. Skunk cabbage with 
the pungent aroma of its animal 
namesake, and hepatica will soon 
put in their appearance. Soon af- 
ter, the rounddleaved yellow violet, 
wild oats, spring beauty and 
dutchman’s breeches will open 
followed swiftly by the trailing 
anbutus and red and painted tril- 
liums, 

If you must collect wildflowers, 
please do so with a camera leaving 
the plants for others to enjoy. 
Some plants which may bloom pro- 
fusely in certain areas of the Na- 
tional Forest grow nowhere else on 
earth, 

Office hours this spring are 
from 7:30 a. m. to 4:30 p. m. 
Monday through Friday. We in- 
tend to thave the office open on 
week ends during the summer 
months for your convenience, and 
we will announce those hours 
sometime in May. 

Some folks thave requested 
burning perinits at this office. We 
do not issue burning permits here: 
however, they may be obtained 
from your town fire chief or fire 
Warden, Once you obtain your 
burning permit, use caution and 
gare when burning leaves, grass, 
and debris, The below normal am- 
ounts of precipitation have many 
concerned about the availability of 
drinking water and increased fire 
danger, With some needed rain 
and everyone's cooperation, we 
can minimize the number of fires 
this spring.

FREE ORAL CANCER 
EXAMINATION APRIL 18 


“An Ounce of Early Prevention 
is Worth a Pound of Cure” is the 
billing for The Medicine Shoppe’s 
oral cancer screening set for Fri- 
day, April 18, at the Corner of Al- 
pine and Paris Streets in Norway 
from 1 p. m. to 5 p, m.

Since oral cancer in its earliest 
stages may be painless or even 
Presents mo evidence of the di- 
sease, regular and complete exam- 
inations of the oral cavity is es- 
sential, especially for those peo- 
ple who are heavy smokers, or, 
drinkers ‘and whose family has a 
history of cancer. 


“Fortunately, with early detec- 
tion, oral cancer can be treated,” 
pharmacist Henry Pelletier, ex- 
plains, “Early detection is vital and 
our goal is to find that one person 
who may have symptoms of can- 
cer and may not be aware of it.’

TO HELP MAINE BUSINESS 

The first “hot line’ to help 
Maine business is now open and 
staffed at the Maine State Develop- 
ment Office. 

Fulfilling a campaign pledge of 
Governor Joseph E. Brennan, the 
SDO has established an Office of 
Business Assistance with a_ toll 
free number 1-800-452-8719 that 
can be called by any existing or 
prospective Maine business to pro- 
vide assistance in dealing with gov- 
ernment, 

“One of the trends of the last 
20 years that has been most frus- 
trating to business is increasing 
government regulation,” said State 
Development Director George 
Campbell. “Some regulation is nec- 
essary to orderly development and 
virtually all businesses are willing 
to comply, The difficulty arises 
in Jack of familiarity with regula- 
tions, permits and licenses and 
with several agencies affecting the 
some business development. This 
is particularly true for a small 
business with a limited number of 
employees and no specialized 
knowledge to deal with govern- 
ment,” 

Campbell said the new office will 
provide help to any existing or 
potential Maine business, regard- 
less of size or type, that wants in- 
formation or that is having diffi- 
culty in dealing with state govern- 
ment. The Office will act to co- 
ordinate business-government re- 
lations, to avoid «unnecessary 
red tape and delay, and to help 
identify for State agencies the 
problems of individual businesses.

U. S. M. RECEIVES GRANT

The University of Southern 
Maine College of Education has re- 
ceived a $116,000 federal grant 
to provide assistance to Indochi- 
nese refugees living in Maine. 

Announcement of the grant is 
made by USM President Robert L. 
Woodbury. 

Some 250 people will be served 
by the program, says Dr, Michael 
P. O'Donnell, professor of edu 
cation at USM and author of the 
project, The program will be bas- 
ed on USM's Gorham eampus and 
have outreach locations in Lew- 
iston, Augusta and Bangor. 

English language instruction will 
be offered, as well as vocational 
training, cultural orientation, and 
help with solving personal or so- 
cial problems, Job placement and 
job upgrading will be important 
elements of the program, which is 
designed to help refugees become 
independent citizens. 

Dr, O'Donnell says, “Maine could 
see an influx of Cambodian refu- 
gees this year. It is important to 
have established programs to help 
these people adjust to their new 
homes, Without help, they could 
remain on public welfare rolls, 
Our goal is to help them become 
self-sufficient.’ 

The project is a component of 
the graduate reading program and 
will be coordinated with the fed- 
erally funded Reading Academy 
and graduate program in adult ed- 
ueation.

ADULT LONG TERM CARE 
TASK FORCE TO HOLD 
HEARING AT FARMINGTON 

The Governor’s Task Force on 
Long Term Care for Adults will 
hold a public hearing on Tuesday, 
April 15 from 10-12 a. m. and 13 
p. m. in the North Dining Room 
at the University of Maine, Far- 
mington. 

The Task Force would like to 
learn from both consumers and 
providers about how long term 
care services need to be improved.
